Col.  Billings  says  in  his  famous 
work  “Crimes  of  Preachers.”  In 
1884  there  were  in  the  United 
•States  about  80,000  parsons,  priests 
and  deacons,  aBcTthe  criminal  ones 
that  year  committed  1418  crimes, 
of  these  798  were  against  women, 
aud  sexually  676.  borne-  of  their 
crimes  he  classifies  as  follows: 
Adultery,  282;  bastardy,  30;  biga- 
my, 36:  cheat iug,  38;  desertion  of 
family,  44;  drunkenness,  52;  elope- 
ment,, 25;  embezzlement,  39;  incest, 
12;  larceny,  12;  literary  piracy,  52; 
lying,  62,  murder,  20;  rape,  20; 
swindling,  67;  immoral  assaults  on 
women  and  girls,  93;  insulting  la- 
dies, 96;  inhuman  cruelty  to  wiyes 
and  children,  39;  seduction,  1*>3; 
suicides,  14;  miscegenation  with  ne- 
gresses,  2,  and  so  on. 

Aud  again,  the  following  is  an 
apnroxipiate  proportion  of  crimi- 
nals in  the  ranks  of  the  parsons  of 
the  various  churches  named:

The  list  discloses  the  additional 
fadt  that  the  most  orthodox  are  the 
greatest- sinners,  and  the  most  un- 
relenting enemies  of  the  Latter- 
day  Saints.  Recall  their  persistent 
periodical  labors  with  Congress  and 
the  press  to  destroy  the  Saints;  and 
are  not  the  clergy  of  Utah  hip  and 
thigh  with  the  drunken,  blasphe- 
mous, gambling,  whoring  and  lep- 
rocide  elements  of  the  Territory  to 
plow  under  every  Mormon  in  Utah 
so  that  they  may  possess  their  pro- 
perties? 

Col.  Billing’s  data  is  drawn  from 
only  about  35,000  preachers  who 
occupy  the  intellectual  belt  of  the 
nation,  where  most  of  the  great  se- 
cular and  religious  journals  are 
published  and  a section  of  the  great- 
est mental  and  physical  activity 
and  of  the  greatest  wealth  and  yet 
it  does  not  comprise  one  quarter  of 
our  area  and  not  one  half  of  our 
population. 

Eminent  writers  on  crime  esti- 
mate that  but  one  crime  out  of  16 
is  detected  and  traced  to  the  crim- 
inal, and  there  is  no  probability 
that  half  of  those  which  are  ascer- 
tained are  ever  published.  Then  if 
the  35,000  “Guides  to  Holiness”  in 
the  intellectual  belt  of  the  United 
States  commit  in  a given  period 
1,418  crimes,  the  80,000  “Divine 
Messengers”  in  the  whole  United 
States  commit  3,241  crimes.  If  but 
one-half  of  the  number  published 
have  been  collected,  the  crimes  of 
the  80,000  “Elect  of  God”  commit- 
ted 6,482;  if  but  one  crime  out  of 
16  is  traced  to  the  criminal,  then 
the  80,000  “Sooth  saying  Priests” 
have  committed  103,712,  and  even 
this  estimate  must  be  doubled  if 
but  one-half  of  the  instances  of  dis- 
covered crime  are  published.  Near- 


ly obe  and  a half  crimes  to  every 
plate-passing  parson,  priest  and  dea- 
con in  this  glorious  Republic  ! And 
it  must  not  be  forgotten  that  the 
modern  Simonist  has  peculiar  ad- 
vantages to  c/oa&  his  crimes  in  which 
his  friends  stoutly  help  him. 

The  Colonel  adds,  with  a full 
knowledge  of  our  court,  criminal 
and  moral  code,  the  parsons  know- 
ingly, wickedly  and  wilfully  com- 
mit more  crime  than  ten  times  30 
their  number  in  any  other  class  of 
people. 

The  lazy,  over  fed  life  led  by 
most  of  the  spineless  clergy  super- 
induces lust,  and  the-  chances  to 
gratify  their  libidinous  tendencies 
are  shown  to  have  been  largely  im- 
proved, and  yet  with  the  ghoul- 
ishness  of  hyenas,  and  the  deeply 
rooted  hypocrioy  of  the  old  time 
Pharisees,  these  unctuous  bipeds 
never  tire  lying  about  the  moral 
and  law-a-biding  Mormons  whom 
they  seem  determined  to  destroy, 
but  whose  shoes  they  are  unworthy 
to  latch  or  unfasten;  and  almost 
every  day  the  press  dispatches  an- 
nounce that  auother  and  yet  an- 
other nest  hiding  “divine”  has  been 
climbing  over  the  garden  wall  of 
some  over  confiding  neighbor  in, 
quest  of  pastures  new  and  appetiz- 
iug.
